§ 5263.  LIMITATION OF ACTIONS AGAINST GRANTEE IN 14 

POSSESSION 15 

An action for the recovery of lands, or the possession thereof, shall not be 16 

maintained against the grantee of such lands in a tax collector’s deed, duly 17 

recorded, or his or her heirs or assigns, when the grantee, his or her heirs or 18 

assigns have been in continuous and open possession of the land conveyed in 19 

such deed and have paid the taxes thereon, unless commenced within three 20 
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years one year after the cause of action first accrues to the plaintiff or those 1 

under whom he or she claims. 2

This act shall take effect on July 1, 2017. 4
